This was the first in a series of monthly metal 

nights at the Redline Tap located in Rogers Park. Parking is a 
bitch so if you live in the city I advise you to take the Red 
Line. The bar is a stones throw away from the L stop. It 
‘wasn’t very crowded at all; I'd say it was about half regulars. 
Some band named “Pipe” went on first. I'm not sure if that’s 
a reference to a smoking device or a dick, judging by their 
music I'd say the latter. They sound like a slightly heavier 
version of Creed. Of course they played for around an hour 
like most shitty bands do. Up next was Vicious Attack who 
play fast old school thrash with killer lead guitar parts. David 
the singer used to be in HC bands so he belts out the vocals 
in the same style. They played a pretty decent set, but the 
sound was fucked up. The next band Trials said they sounded 
like blackened thrash. They definitely did not. Shit Out of 
Luck went on last, by then most people had left. They 
sounded like Stoner Rock. A few moments of the set were 
good, but the inclusion of lyrics like “From the Mississippi to 
the Highest Mountain” made things kind of silly, that line 
had my friend and I cracking up. The drink special of the 
night was pints of Goose Island for 2.50, not bad. The bar has 

pool table and a pretty good atmosphere. It would be worth 
it to stop in for a drink even if there wasn’t anything going on 
there.

‘The Production on this LP sucks. It sounds flat, like the 
recording’s balls have been cut off. The first Nightstick 
Justice demo 7” and the “Claustrophobic” EP were fucking 
agers and some of that had to do with how they sounded, 
right in your face. For those not familiar with what NJ do, 
they play lightning fast, upfront old style Boston Hardcore 
along the lines of Jerry’s Kids etc. It sucks that when the 
needle hits the record the first thing that comes to mind is 
how limp it sounds. The actual songs are a different story, 
content wise the record fuucking kills! I seriously think the 
drummer has robotic arms or something, he’s relentless. The 
standout track on the A-side is “Reconstruction” which slows 
it down just a touch and goes into some straight ahead more 
mid-tempo styled punk rock (though still to a slow song by 
any means). The entire B-side is one great song after another. 
Llove how “Ignorant Cancer” segues into “Claustrophobic” 
almost as if it’s a second mosh part to the former song. 
Speaking of “Ignorant Cancer” that shit is pissed as fuck. 
When the singer yells “FUCK OFF” over and over into the 
mic, you really feel his anger and how much he hates nazis. I 
think Nightstick Justice is probably the fastest band I've 
heard in awhile, they aren’t sloppy either, they keep it pretty 
tightly wound throughout their playing......something I like. 
[ tried listening to their side project ‘E-Coli” and it was too 
weird and disjointed for me. Nightstick Justice is where it's 
at, If they got this remastered I’m convinced it would easily 
be album of the year, maybe even a modern classic. AS it is, 
it'll probably be the album of the year anyway considering 
how much shit the record bins have been bogged down by 
lately.
